BUDAPEST, Hungary—Prof. Ludwig 
Mehely, widely known researcher in 
vacial biology, made somewhat of a 
sensation in scientific circles wday by 
declaring that the human race was ib 
danger of extincviow by inter-racial 
marriages which, he said, were increas

Prof, Mehely, who has just been 
elected dean of the philosophiéal fac 
ulty of the University of Budapes', | 
made his remarks in the course of his | 
inaugural address before an audience 2 
largely made up of distinguished :
